The advocates of peace at Manilla dep- 
recate the stern measures employed 
by General Bell. In reply General Bell 
says that these peace advocates have 
had numerous opportunities to use 
their influence, as they have been 
given passes through the American 
lines almost for the asking ami that 
it has afterwards proved that, they 
often only went through the lines for 
the purpose of assisting the insurrec- 
tion. General Bell says the best peace 
method now is a rigorous warfare until 
the rising is compii-tely subdued. 


The arrest of members of the weal- 


thy Lopez family and the confiscation 
of their steamers and rice, us well as 
the arrest of three members of the re- 
ligious corporations who were known 
to be instigators of the insurrection, 
has had an excellent effect upon the 
natives. 


Conditions in the island of Samar 


are stIH unsatisfactory owing to the 
difficulty of fittdine the insurgents. 
Captain Schoeftel of the Ninth Infan- 
try, who was wounded In a severe 
hand-to-hand fight, has practically re- 
covered from the effects of his wound. 
In an official report of the encounter in 
which Captain Schoeffel was hurt, It 


is aafd that, schoeffei killed three men. 
before he received his wound, and that 
the remnants of the detachment of 35 
men. were saved by nis persona! cour- 
age and daring. The civil authorities 
say that the island 01 Leyte is iio-iv 
perfectly peaceful. On the other h£inu> 
the military authorities consider .Leyte 
to bs dangerous onaccount of its prox- 
imity to Samar, if for no other reason- 
Last Friday Major Albert L. Meyer or 
the Eleventh infantry captursd quits- 
an extensive arsenal and plant for the 
making pf cartridges at Ormoc, on the 
northwest coast of Leyte. Major Meyer 
also captured another powder factory, 
large quantities of ammunition, four 
cannoa and several rifles. 


The constabulary of Tarlac, Luzon. 


have captured a number of members 
of the Filipino secret society called. 
the "Guardia de Honor." The prison- 
erg Intended moviog to the island or 
PolHlo (off the east coast of Luzonj. 
where they expected to be free from 
all interference, temporarily at least, 
and where they had decided to resist 
American, invasion to the uttermost.

Its Pictures Will Be r»cd In Selett- 


tiiic Kxperimetttn. 


A kinetoscnpo of the latest pattern 


has been purchased by the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in Bos- 
ton for the use o£ its, classes and in- 
structors. The first use to which ii 
Trti! be put will be in illustrating the 
movement and character of air waves. 
Tbe air about us Is fu'.l of unnoticed 
sonnd -wares, produced not by sounds, 
but by the various motions that make 
sounds. From certain positions these 
waves can be photographed, and a 
given wave, by means of the kinoto- 
scope, can be reproduced not oaly 
greatly magnified, but to as to show it 
in progress from one point to another. 
The great value of tbis moving picture 
ot course lies particu'arly in the fact 
that the speed at -which the wave 
moves can be regulated by the mech- 
auisin of the klnt-toscope—that is, al- 
though the speed of sound wases is 
about 1,120 feet a second, by means of 
the kinetoseope a -ware can be made 
to travel visibly across the screen of 
the lecture room at a rate slow unougii 
to permit carefa! analysis and study. 


Another early o«e to vrhicn the kine- 


tosrope will be put at the institute has 
to du with the solution of an important 
and difficult problem In the construc- 
tion of dynamo?, concerning the rela- 
tion between an alternating current 
dynamo and the ste.iin engine that 
supplies its power. The stroke of the 
engine on Its piston is uneven, being nt 
first strong and then diminishing to no 
power at ail, a defect which has often 
been pointed ont, but has not yot been 
fully remedied, and is hardly calculat- 
ed to afford the e>"?n power required 
by an alternating current dynamo. In 
the modern machine this difficulty is 
partly overcome by the n'e of a fly- 
wheel th<it smooths out some of the 
uuevenness of the piston throbs, but it 
is hoped fhar the kinetoscopc, by af- 
fording an opportunity of studying the 
present znechni>ism not oaly in a 
fjrrntZy enlarged furrn, but so rcgulat- 
u! in speed thav the motion can be 
fni'y analyzed, vcill s-iijigcst some im- 
portant improM-mcnt.
